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Private George Day, @ young soldier belong- 
ing to the 77th Regiment, for the murder 
of an artilleryman while in the hospital, the 
object being to’plunder the. murdered man 
of some money he had concealed under the 
bed on which he was stretched from the ef- 
fects of wounds received inaction. ‘The 
charge was fully proved, the accused was 
found. guilty; sentenced to death. That sen- 
tence was carried into effect on the 23rd 
ult., and the scene is thus described by an 
eye witness :— 

The execution of the young soldier be- 
longing to the 77th Regiment has taken 
place. I cannot well get time to pen a 
lengthened report of the circumstances at- 
tending this painful event. Let me how- 
ever, say, that before seven in the morning 
I found myself on the plain or drill ground 
of the Light Division, close to Cathcart’s 
Hill. Here the whole division was drawn 
up in an open square. In the centre two 
upright posts and a cross beam, from which 
a rope depended, marked the spot selected 
for the execution. Close to the gallows 
yawned a grave. At the moment of my ar- 
rival, the prisoner had not made his appear- 
ance. I looked at the soldiers, and never 
have I seen the tro®ps wearing so serious 
an air as they did this morning. ‘They stood 
like statutes, with pale and anxious faces, 
and eyes all directed to one spot. From 
the heavy rain of the morning they all wore 
their dark waterproof overcoats, which cos- 
iume certainly increased the dismal appear- 
ance of the scene. Outside the square the 
ground was kept by the 77th Regiment— 
that to which the criminal belonged, and 
spectators were not allowed to pass beyond, 
or rather inside, -this line. Behind it were 
many officers on horseback; and on the high 
ground at the upper angle was gathered a 
large number of pedestrians. ‘lhe officers 
of the division were chiefly mounted and 
within the square. The rain passed away 
but the strong wind continued. Soon the 
notes of the * Dead March in Saul” were 
heard, and then the prisoner, atteaded by a 
small guard on foot, a clergyman in white 
robes, and twelve provost serjeants, mount- 
ed and armed, marched firmly, and in an 
erect_attitude, into the square and on to- 
wards the gallows, whence he could plain- 
ly see the grave prepared for him, and which 
his corpse was soon to fill. What thoughts 
must then have filled his mind. ‘The musie 
ceased. The hangman placed his victim 
under the fatal beam. He took off his red 
jacket, adjusted the noose around his neck, 
placed a white night cap over his face, and 
sunddenly, before any one seemed tu expect 
it, the drop fell, with instantsneous eficct, 
for plenty of rope had mercifully been given. 
The neck was evidently broken, The head 
of the deceased fell on his sholder, and the 
body swayed to and fro in the wind. The 
provost serjeants remained drawn up in line 
on one side of the gallows. The chaplains 
and. several military officers formed a group 
on the other side. All was over. Half of 
the troops were marched off the ground be- 
fore the body was cut down. It remained 
suspended about an hour, and then a party 
of soldiers approached, and the corpse was 
placed in the grave. ‘The chaplain still re- 
mained onthe spot, but whether he said 
or read prayers I cannot state. I was too 
distant to hear. While the grave was being 
filled in the gallows was rapidly taken to 
pieces, and I turned homewards sickned by 
the sight which the law declares necessary, 
but which must ever shock the mind of 
those who have unfortunately to witness it. 
Ihave only to add that the executed soldier 
is said to have been a Londoner. The office

Transference of Vitality. 


Parents and aged persons—although 
these latter exhibit aremaraab'e fondness 
for sleeping with children—should he careful 
not to premit young persons to repose in 
the same bed nor in the same apartment’ 
with the emaciated or the aged, for the 
transference of vitality from the young to 
the old is net anursery tale, but a serious 
and to often afatel fact. Children who are 
habitually placed in contact with the aged, 
however vigorous ‘before such a disposition 
was made of them, become wan, sickly, con- 
tract diseases which properly belong to per- 
sons ip advanced life, and if the contact is 
continued, die from pure vital exhaustion. 
Their fresh and positive magnetism is thus 
absorbed by negative or non-magnetic per- 


may be prolunged by this mvans—atthe ex- 
pence of the existence of the young. Many 
of the children who in this city are thus per- 
maturely cut off. Parents should know. this 
important fact, and at once correct the evil 
if unhappily it exists in their families. Says 
Dr. James Copeland: A not uncommon cause 
of depressed vital power isthe young sleeping 
with the aged. This fact, however explained 
has been long remarked and is well known 
to every unprejidiced observer. I have on 
several occasions met with the counterpart 
of the following case: I was, a few years ago, 
consulted about a pale, sickly, and thin boy 
of about four or five years of age. He ap- 
peared to have no specific ailment, but there 
was a slow and remarkable decline of flesh 
and strength, and of the energy of the func- 
tions—what his mother very aptly termed a 
gradual blight. After inquiry into the history 
of the case, it come out that be had been a 
very robust and plethoric child, up to the 
third year, when his grandmother, very aged 


soon afterward lost his good looks: and that 
he continued to decline progressively ever 
since, notwithstanding médical treatment. [|

directed him to sleep apart from the aged 
parent, and prescribed gentle tonics, change 
of air etc. ‘The reocvery was rapid; but it is 
notin children only that debility is induced 
by this mode of abstracting vital power. 
Young females married to very old men 
suffer in similar manner, although seldom to 
so great af cxtent;.and instances haye come 
to my knowledge where they have suspected 
the cause of this debilitated state. These 
facts are often well known to the aged them- 
selves, who con-ider the indulgence favorable 
to longevity, and thereby illustrate the self- 
ishness which in some persons increases with 
their years. Every medical practitioner is 
well aware of the fact, and parents are 
generally advised not toallow their infants 
to sleep with aged persons.

The New License Bill of Pennsylvania. 


The Report of the Conference Committee 
has been adopted by the Senate unanimous- 
ly, 6 absent; and in the House by 64 to 32. 
This bill is a stringent one, and requires 
that the applicant for a license in cities and 
county towns must have four rooms and 
eight beds for the use of travellers. None 
but tavern-keepers can sell less than a gal- 
lon of spiritous liquors. Not more than one 
hotel to every one hundred taxables may be 
licensed in the cities, not more than one to 
every hundred and fifiy taxables in the 
counties, to apportioned among the wards of 
the cities, and boroughs and townships of 
the counties, as the convenience and neces- 
sities of the public may requrie. All hotels, 
inns and taverns are to be classitied and 
rated according to the estimated yearly ren- 
talof the house and property. he first 
class, when the valuation is $10,000; shall 
pay $1,000; where the valuation is $8,000, 
the rate shall be $800, and,so on down, in 
the same proportion, to $25, except in Phil- 
adelphia, where the lowest rate of hotel h- 
cense is fixed at $75; in county towns and 
boroughs of over two hundred taxables, $50 ; 
in the country, $25. 

One eating-house to every four hotels may 
be licensed in the city and county, with the 
privilege to sell domestic wines and malt 
liquors only—the license fee not to be less 


than $50 in Philadelphia and Allegheny 
counties, and $20 in other parts of the Stute. 


Brewers and distillers are to pay double the 
the rates of license now fixed by law, which 


shall, in no case be Jess than $50, and must 


not sell in less quantitian than five gallons, 
except in the case of brewers who also bot- 
tle their liquors, who may sell by the dozen 
bottles. etailors of liquors, with or without 
merchandize, are to pay double the rates 
now required of them, but not less than $50 
in any case, and will not be allowed to sell 
Bottlers 
of porter, ale, cider, and other brewed 
liquors, and manufacturers of domestic wine, 
may sell in quantities of not less than one 
dozen pottles without license. Importers 
of wines and liquors may sell in the original 
bale, cask or package, on paying double the 
former rates. 

Public notice is to be given, three times, 
in two newspapers, of the names of the ap- 
plicants for licenses, and petitions must be 
siened by twelve reputable citizens. ‘The 
Board of Licensers is appointed by the 
Court, and consists ef three reputable citi- 
zens, in no manner interested in the liquor 
business. Any person found intoxicated in 
a street, public house, or public place, will 
be liable to a fine of five dollars; and _per- 
sons who sell enough liquor to make any one 
drunk, are also to be fined five dollars, in 
addition to all the penalties prescribed by 
any existing law. 

The penalties for a violation of the act 
are a fine of not less that ten or more than 
one hundred dollars, for the first offence; 
and for a second, or subsequent conviction, 
the same penalty and also imprisonment not 
less than one nor more than three months, 
forfeiture of license, and incapacity to re- 
ceive another license fur five years there- 
after. 

The effect-of this law wili be to reduce 
greatly the number of places at which 
liquor may be bought legally. Whether it 
will tend to increase the number of unli- 
censed  tippling-houses, will depend in a 
great measure upon the vigilance of those 
who administer the laws. Under the new 
act there will still be something like a thou- 
sand licensed houses in Philadelphia, which 
number is certainly cnough for all the pro- 
per wants of the community.

Among the startling incidenis with which 
the papers are filled, of the sufferings amd 
losses that. have recently occured on the 
ocean, the following account of tl 
of the ship Wisconsin, Captain S +.

The ship's position was last 37 30 N, long

and lowering, with sharp lighting, and bar- 
ometer falling fast; ship under double reef- 
ed topsails, foresail and jib, At 2 A. M. 
eommenced blowing hard, with heavy rain 
and sleet. At 2.30 A. M. while shorten- 
ing sail, an immense ball of fire struck the 
main royal mast mast head, and then fell 
on the main hatch, where it exploded with 
tremendous force, filling the deck with fre 
and sparks, with continued explosions of the 
particles like detonating powder or torpadoes. 
Owing to theice, sleet and snow, with which 
the decks, bulwarks, rigging and sails were 
covered, the fire was soon extinguished. 
About ten minutes aftarwards asecond ball 
struck near the same place. but was driven 
by the force of the wind just clear of the 
ship’s side to leeward, when it exploded 
with a loud report, and great commotion. 

There were several men furling the jib 
at the time, and the concussion was so great 
that it lifted them nearly elear of the boom. 
The tornado lasted all next day and night, 
from N. W. by N.. The air very cold and 
water 69 deg, causing an immense. exhala- 
tion from the Gulf, which congealed as soon 
as it arose,and was. driven furiously over 
the ship, excluding the very light of day. 
One of the crew. was- knocked down and 
stunned, fora time, but was not seriously 
injured. The mate was blinded by it, and 
probably will not recover the sight ef both 
eyes. Elad it not been for the ice, sleet and 
rain which deluged the ship, there can be no 
doubt but that she would have been on fire 
from the truck to the water. ‘The foretep. 
sail was blown out ef the bolt rope, and the 
royal mast head seared as it were with a red 
hot iron, being all the damage the ship re- 

ceived, which, to say the least, was very 
providential,

Arrival of the “ Washington.”

The steamer Washington arrived at 7 a. m. 
with Liverpool dates to the 24th. 

The Peace treaty was notsinged. Matters 
at Paris Conference were not so harmonious, 


| owing to the difficulties interposed by Prussia. 


Peace however, was considered substantially 
certain. ‘The British admirality have sent out 


| the steam frigates Tartarus and Desperate, in 
; search Of the Pacific. 


The Copenhagen correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times states that theDanish Commisr. had 
submitted to the Copenhagen Conference a 
proposal of Capitulation of the Sound Dues, 
fixing 35 million rex Dollars as the medium 
indemnity which Denmark claims. The 
writer states that the U.S. have declined tak- 
ing a post in the Conference, he question 
-in all probability will be resolved without her 
‘co-operation. 

Mr. Buchanan leaves Southampton, on the 
9th April, in the Arago for home, He had 
gone to Paris, accompanied by Mr. Campbell 
the American Consul at London and_ ditto 
for Sonthhampton, and would visit the Hague. 

According tothe London Zitmes, the diffi- 
culty at the Paris Conference, was the demand 
put forward by the Prussian Plenipotentiary, 
to be admitted to sign the treaty of Peace on 
the same footing, and in the same character, 


| as Prussia was a party to the alliance through- 


out. 

It is supposed that Russia supports Prussia 
in these pretensions. ‘This took place at the 
meeting on the 22nd.

Sir,—Knowing you to be fearless in de- 
claring the truth, offend whom it may, and | 
to be ever ready to defend our mother-coun- 
try, Great Britain, and her colonies from the 
unjust prejudiced, and false remarks made 
by many of the American newspafiers—I 
beg to direct your attention to an article that 
appeared in the New York Times of Wed- 
nesday last, which contains statements in re- 
spect to Canada that are altogether false; 
any one who has resided here for six months 
could have no hesitation in saying so. ‘This 
article commences by saying that the editor 
of the Z2mes had had his information from a 
gentleman, I suppose, (but he does not say 
so) who has been in Canada, and the valua- 
ble information derived is that ‘the bonds 
between Canada and the mother-country 
have become loosened to*such a degree, that | 
the result of hostilities between the United 
States and Great Britain would inevitably 
be the annexation to our republic of the Bri- 
tish North American Provinces.” Agam it 
is said that ‘identity of feeling and purposes 
exists between the great mass of the Cana- 
dian people and those of the United States, 
while but a small minority acknowledge deep 
atlachment lowards Great Britain, 

Tn answer to these false statements I have
